therefore, now finds that he has more 
wheat than he knows what to do with, 
also that he is no longer able to sell 
his fruit, vegetables, fodder, meat, 
horses, ete., to his neighbor, the iron- 
maker, as he has gone out of busi- 
ness. In fact, he finds that threugh 
buying abroad in the cheapest market 
he has destroyed the home market 
for his own products and thrown a 
number of his fellow-countrymen out 

of emplyment.”

When Geo H. Lloyd pitched 
his humble tent, a short five 
years ago, op the spot where the 
new and handsome Methodist 
Church now stands, and surveyed 
the unbroken range of prairie, 
even he, optimist though he was, 
could hardly have imagined that 
in the short time that has elapsed 
he would be in the midst of a 
town of almost a thousand popu 
lation, But such is the case, 
Strathmore nas grown so fast, 
especially in the last two years, 
that it has outgrown its village 
garments, and has for a year past 
been applying for ineorporation, 
only to held up by the delays of 
the law. But now the legal for- 
malities are over, and Strathmore 
has now an area of 1360 acres, 
which will provide room tor its 
development for some time to 
come, and widely extended powers 
in the way of public improve- 
ments 

The election of Mayor and 
Councillors takes place on Wed- 
nesday, and there are eleven 
candidates tor seven positions 
We do not intend to tell the

certainty. The serum test, as it i+ 
known, is the last word. It is abso- 
lute. 

The experiments which are usually 
made to discover whether stains are 
of human blood pumber six. They 


are 
1, Gross examination. 
2. Microscopical examination. 
3. Gylac test. 
4 Haemin test 
5. Spectroseopic test, 
6. Serum test. 


The gross examination requires an 
intimate knowledge of the manner in 
Which it coagulates and the changes 
in appearance which are visible t 
the naked eye, such as changes in 
color. Iron rust very frequently re 
sembles dried blood, but it seldom 
presents a dark red and glazed ap 


pearance. Knives used to cut acid 
fruits may present dark = reddist 
Stains, but these contain vegetabl: 


cells colored with iron salts. By the 
microscope, which is the second test 
the absence of red blood cells is net 
ed. This entails a knowledge of the 
comparative morphology of cells and 
the process of staining them properly 
for examination 

If the blood is dry it is sometimes 
rather difficult to restore the red cells 
A great variety of expedients are sug 
gested, and if one fails another may 
succeed. Selecting some part of the 
blood elot whie) has dried rapidly 
a@ portion is seraped off with a clean 
knife. This substance is transferred 
to a glass slide. To this should be 
added one or two drops of a fluid 
which will isolate the coherent cell-

THE 


WESTERN HARVEST PROBLEM 


How to Supply the Pressing Needs of 
the Growing Western Country 


Winnipeg.—As the summer progres- 
ses and the wheat growth of the West 
advances towards maturity there 
comes this ) r, as there comes most 
years, an appeal for help in the har- 
vest fields; and the probability is that 
even though Eastern Canada may 
send out thousands of men and boys 
to aid in the garnering of the grain, 
the West will, Oliver Twist-like, ask 
for more. 

This problem of how to supply the 
pressing needs of a new and rapidly 
growing country for a few weeks (be- 
cause that is all that the invitation 
really means to Easterners) is one of 
these which can only be solved by co- 
operation and looking ahead. It is 
true that the Government, through its 
immigration department is advertising 
in thousands of newspapers through- 
out Great Britain and the United 
States that “the harvest is plen- 
teous, but the laborers are few,’’ and 
that some relief can be gained in that 
way; but the result would undoubt- 
edly be much better if more depend- 
ence was to be had upon individual 
effort. 

Take the case of a man who goes to 
the Canadian West from old Canada 
or from any of the Western or Cen- 
tral States or from Great Britain 
He is a very unusual man, indeed, if 
he does not “take up his pen in 
hand,”’ at some period of his pioneer- 
ing and write home to complain either 


fof his loneliness or of the weather or 


of the gophers or of the snow or of 
the heat, or of any dozen other diffi- 
culties which pioneers have to over- 
come. He does so, as a matter of 
course, not with any desire to ‘knock’ 


the new country, but animated by 
‘that human sentiment which seeks 
}comfort in trouble and, failing to 
find it in a new locality, looks for it 
jin the old home. 

But when that same man has made 
good, how often does he write home 
to tell of his fortune? The habit of 


writing home is much like the habit, 
of taking the local newspaper from 
home; it lasts a year or two or three, 
and then it is dropped, because of the 
new environment crowding out inter- 
est in the old. How much better both 
for himself and the country would it 
be for such a man to write home, tell 
the old folks at home of his good for- 
tune and ask them to send a brother, 
a cousin or even only an old school- 
tate to help him gather the crops? 

That would be a practical indi- 
vidual way of solving the harvest 
problem, partially at least; it would 
be good advertising for the West, 
cause we all know that there is no 
vertisement so good as a satisfied set- 
tler; and it would create a new bond 
of interest between the man in the 
West and those left behind at home. 

And the most attractive feature of 
the suggestion (which comes from W. 
D. Scott, the head of the immigration 
branch) is that it is just the sort of 
thing which will appeal to the senti- 
ment of the westerner and is at the 
time reasonable in cost.

THE LAUREATE, 


| Alfred Austin Has Published His 
Memoirs of Men and Events. 

| Mr. Alfred Austin, the Poet-Laur- 
jeate, who has written his reminia- 
| Cemces, is not only a poet, but also a 
barrister and journalist. He practiced 
only a few years at the Bar, and bis 
Teminiscences are mainly occupied 


with his career as a journalist and 
man of letters. He was educated at 
Stonyhurst, and the sum of worthy 


parents in comfortable circumstances 
living near Leeds. 

Mr. Austin once heard Lord Wolse. 
lcy giving @ useful piece of advice to 
'@ young officer who asked what was 
the best way to ‘‘get on”’ in the army. 
The answer was very simple: ‘Try to 
get killed.” 

There is a good deal of intimate 
political matter in Mr. Austin’s second 
volume. Lord Wolseley, we learn, was 
highly indignant at being ordered 
back by the Government after the fail- 
ure of his expedition to relieve Gor- 
don. Writing to Mr. Austin, he ex- 
pressed his feelings in the words: “He 
(@ great party leader) deserves to be 
torn to pieces in the market place by 
an indignant people.” 

The author was once asked by the 
then Sir Francis Jeune what he 
thought of Mr. Chamberlain, to whom 
he had been talking at luncheon. 

“How did he strike your’ “As be- 
ing a hard-headed visionary,” I re- 
plied, “who brings the most business- 
like and practical mind to bear on the 
impracticable, not to say the unattain- 
able.” 

Years after Mr. Austin told Mr. 
Chamberlain of this estim. 2; and the 
Great statesman was pleased, saying: 
“It is not unflattering, is it?’ 

It is well known how on a historie 
occasion Lord Randolph Churchill 
“forgot Goschen.’’ Mr. Austin has res 
told the story of that strange event, 
from a new point of view and from 
behind the scenes. Mr. Austin warn- 
ed Lord Salisbury: “Randolph is as- 
piring to jerk you out of the saddle,” 
to which the Prime Minister replied 


characteristicaily enough: “I should 
not be sorry if ne succeeded.” When 
the crash came it was Mr. Austin 


who treated with Mr. Goschen as Lord 
Salisbury’s plenipotentiary, and he, 
with Lord Rowton, felt Lord Ran- 
dolph’s anger. 

' Lord Rowton said to me, in a voice 
anybody might overhear, in the din 
ing room of the Carlton, “It is a new 
thing for members vu! this club to cut 
their old friends. -’ 1 said, also 
aloud, “You do not mean anyone here 
has been cutting you?’

His mission was so success- 
ful that he was created a baronet as 
a reward. The pregent holder of the 
itle is president of the Church Mis- 
sionary Society, and his country seat 
is Escot, Ottery St. Mary, Devon. It 
was while staying on this estute that 
Thackeray wrote “Pendennis.” In this 
book Escot Park became Clavering, 
and the Jttery was renamed Brawl.
